BABY MOCCASINS. 

“In the reptile house, when we have 
a brood of young rattlers or baby moc- 
casins, every possible care is taken in 
their handling. The youngsters re- 
quire more care than their older kind. 
it is necessary to change their water 
oftener apd teed them at shorter in- 
tervais. In a large glass box showing 
plainly from all sides where the litti- 
ones aré located the babies are kept. 
The snake man detailed to handle them 
is provided with long forceps. After 
opening the door with care it is neces- 
Sary to remove some of the brood near 
the water or the food trough to be 
cleaned. One or two of the reptiles are 
picked up between the thin forelegs of 
the instrument and thrown into a heap 
in the farther corner of the cage. There 
it is amusing to watch their wrath 
at having been disturbed. The little 
ones coil into a spiral, their heads are 
extended, and with the tiny tail, as yet 
unpossessed of rattlers, perform a’ 
tremolo, as if warning the intruder 
away.

SEEKING FOR A REMEDY. 

“Albumen or white of an egg and the 
poison of the Indian cobra are so nearly 
alike in composition that it takes the 
most careful anaylisis to determine the 
different, It was the similarity which 
for a long time haffied scientists in 
finding a remedy which would destroy 
ra. poison taken into the human 
system. It was ed that whatever 
was administered to attack the poison 
would as well attack the albumen of 
the human system, and that the cure 
would be as bad as the disease. 
‘The efforts of scientists toward solv- 
i the problem of neutralizing snake 
have been unremittent ever 
since chemistry and medicines have 
been known to man. In our latitude it 
is difficult to understand that the 
curse of the snake still rests .eavliy 
on man. But in India and in the jungle 
countries of South America the death 
rate due to snake bites is enormous. 
Annually the Indian list of cobra vic- 
tims numbers thousands, not to men- 
tion the victims fallen to the venom 
of other snakes. The problem, how- 
ever, has been solved of recent years; 
anti-toxin, the same remedy applied 
in the cast of diphtheria, being the .rti- 


Ireland Aroused to New Hope. . 
When I visited Ireland ten years ago 
there were seventeen estates round 
which the plan of paign raged like 
a malignant fever. Now there are only 
two centers of thistIrish distemper, 
and the virulence of it has abated. I 
came here expecting to find myself in 
the midst of “all the excitement and 
suffering of the strenuous fight for 
Irish land and liberty against the forces 
of coercion and extermination.” But 
it is not well to judge a people by po- 
litical speeches or even by police court 
reports. Those who do so will imagine 
that Ireland is on the eve of a voilent 


tion, but, unfo tely, it is not a 
rapid one. In the“wilds of Connemara, 
on the bleak coast of Galway, and in 
the bogs of Mayo, where poverty and 
ignorance and prejudice are barriers 
to progress and reconciliation, there 
are signs of a new force which. is 
siowly changing the life of the people. 
It is not always manifest, yet it cannot 
escape any one who mingles with the 
peasants and takes council with their 
parish priests. A new and hopeful 
avirit is abroad—a spirit of self-help. 
Its influence is apparent. The people 
in many places are better fed, better 
houged, and better clothed than they 
were ten years ago. Almost every- 
where they are ready to adopt new 


‘methods and new enterprises, and are 


less suspicious of the motives of thoze 
who are striving to teach them habits

ple, in their homes. As with the free 
excursions for poor mothers and chi!- 
dren last summer, officers, - who, 
through their work in all parts of the 
city, know where the need is greatest, 
will carefully distribute tickets to 
worthy families. Special attenticn 
will be given to the sick. Any aa- 
sistance that may be afforded by the 
charitably-inclined to this work will 
be worthily bestowed. 


Under the above heading the New 
York Tribune, in a recent editorial, 
makes some caustic comments upon 
the action of the letter-carriers’ union 
in working for the defeat of Congress- 
man Loud of California.. The Tribune 
declares that, whereas the members of 
the above-named union are said ,to 
believe that the defeat of Loud will 
serve as a warning to other Congress- 
men against daring to resist their de- 
mands, it ought to have exactly the 
opposite effect. “It ought.” says the 
Tribune, “to arouse Congress and the 
people to a realization of the dangers 
which threaten the government at 
the hands of the Pretorian Guard 
of its own civil servants. There is a 
traditional fear of a standing army 
among the people. It had a reason in 
former days, but we are a long way 
past the time when force was the prin- 
cipal instrument for swaying govern- 
ment. Men have discovered how to 
hold up the taxpayers without guns, 
and it is time to face the real danger. 
The Organized army of civil servants 
who apply trade-union boycotting 
methods to their employer are much 
more oppressive and threatening than 
are the armed and uniformed military 
forces.” 

The ground of Mr. Loud’s opposition 
to the demands of the letter carriers 
for increased pay was the fact that, 
in his opinion, those salaries were al- 
ready high as compared to the com- 
pensation of other public employés. 
Being chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Postoffices, Mr. Loud de- 
clined to report ‘favorably a bill for 
the demanded increase. It will be re- | 
membered that some time before the 
Congressional election the president 
of the letter-carriers’ union left his 
work and came to California (of which 
State he is not a citizen) to take an 
active part in the campaign against 
Mr. Loud, “because Mr. Loud, as a 
representative of the taxpayers, had 
failed to act under the insolent dicta- 
tion of this band. Was not that act,” 
asks the Tribune writer. “just as 
much of an attack upon the integrity 
and independence of the government 
as would be a parade of a regiment 
in front of the Capitol, intimidating 
Congress into passing its pet bills? 
The article continues: 

“Persons in the military service are 
rightly forbidden to attempt to infiu- 
énce legislation, except through regu- 
lar official channels. The same rule 
should be strictly enforced with re- 
gard to civil servants. President 
Roosevelt some time ago made such 
an order, but members of Congress 
were not inclined to support him. 
They should now be able to see its 
necessity and present a united front 
to the strikers, instead of encouraging 
them to intrigue with Congress. All 
civil-service reformers should inter- 
est themselves to support the govern- 
ment’s independence of its own em- 
playés, for one of the not entirely un- 
reasonable objections to the merit 
System and its permanent tenures is 
the fact that it makes possible a close 
organization, with facilities for shap- 
ing public action in accordance with 
its selfish aims. The government of 
Victoria, Australia, where, with State 
rauroads. the civil service is of vast 
proportions, has felt obfiged to pro- 


in order to free the State from slavery 
to its own employés. The Premier 
has proposed and announced as a Min- 
isterial measure on which he would 
stand or fall a bill depriving the gov- 
ernment employés of ordinary suf- 
frage, but allowing them to choose 
two members of Parliament to repre- 
sent them as a class apart. 

“We do not want in this country to 
be forced to any such measure of 
self-protection. We might better keep 
ourselves free and put down our po- 
litical blackmailers befare they get 
the upper hand. It is intolerable thai 
any body of public employés should 
be In position to overcome the rep- 
resentatives of the whole peoaple. 
Congress is commonly extremely sen- 
sitive to suspected invasion of its 
prerogative by the Executive. This ix 
a time to show it. and teath ex- 
ecutive empliceyés that they cannot dic- 
tate to the lawmakers how the gov- 
ernment is to be carried on.” 

The Times has already pointed out 
the dangers referred to above, as also 
the grave impropriety of which gov- 
ernment employés in the classified 
civil’ service are guilty when they 
proceed to “do politics” at al!. The 
“perfficious activity” of Federal office- 
holders in political affairs has for 
many years been a serious evil. The 
merit system of civil service was in- 
stituted for the purpose of doing away 
with this, among others. The abuse 
is no less flagrant when those who 
practice it have formed themselves 
into a secret organization. |

The Schoolmasters’ Ciub gave a ban- 
quet at Levy's yesterday evening, com- 
plimentary to the city boards of edu- 
cation—the old and the new. Nearly 
all ithe members of both. boards...

LAGUE STILL LURKS 
IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


PHYSICIAN OF THAT CITY TELLS 
OF RECENT CASES. 


Disease of the Pneumonic Type, Which 
is Considered Most Serious—Eight 
Rats Infected With Pestilence Dis- 
covered in Past Month. 


Evidence that bubonic plague still 
exists in San Francisco is furnished 
in the following dispatch, which ap- 
peared in the Sacramento Bee of the 
6th inst., having been sent by a cor- 


~++ respondent: of that paper in San Fran- 


cisco: : 
A very interesting paper on bubonic 
Piague was read last week at the 
meeting of the California Academy 
of Medicine by Dr. E. Le Roy Wemple 
of this city. There was no discussion, 
but the paper has been eagerly sought 
for by inquiring and progressive medi- 
cal men. The following extract will 
be found of interest to lay readers: 
“On Monday, 
1902, I was called

On October 31 the patient died. Dr. 
Wemple’s report then continues: 

“Il am indebted to Dr. Hoard Mor- 
row, City Bacteriologist, for the fol- 
lowing report of his tvestigations: 
Smears from iliac and lumbar glands 
showed no organisms. Smears from 
the spleen showed a few pest-like ba- 
cilll. Pure cultures were obtained from 
these organs. A pig was inoculated by 
the skin with a gland removed at the 
time of the operation, and he died on 
the sixth day. The post-mortem find- 
ings were characteristic of plague. 
Pigs were inoculated with pure cul- 
tures, and died in the usual manner. 
Cultures and sub-cultures from the 
human spleen and the pig's ‘spleen 
grew characteristically on the various 
media; culture tubes inoculated with 
. blood from the ear during life fafied 
to grow colonies. Cultures from the 
wound the day following the

It sets at rest any doubt as to whether 
Caswell died of the plague or not, and 
emphasizes the necessity for the au- 
thorities to take energetic measures to 
stamp out the disease now while it is 
simply incubating. One of the best-in- 
formed men on this subject in San 
Francisco is Dr. Louls A. Kengla of 
No. 1121 Sutter street. The doctor is as- 
sociate editor of the Occidental Med- 
ij¢al Times. He told me yesterday that 
in his opinion the most sensible thing 
that the city authorities could do 
would be to tear out and destroy the 
insides of every house in which. there 
has occurred a case of plague. Such 
action would stamp out the disease in 
ite nest. Then évery case and all who 
may have come in contact with the 
case should be quarantined until the 
incubating period had passed. 

‘"The last four cases,” said the doc- 
tor, ‘have been of the pneumonic type, 
which is the most serious, for in the 
bubonic form the germs do not get out 
of the body of the patient, but in the 
pneumonic form they escape the 
body in the expectorations 
acattered all around. The 
incubation seems to be only five days, 
but the disease travels from place to 
place very slowly. Thus it requires 
five years for it to travel from Canton 
to Hongkong. It is not so bad here, 
owing to the coolness of the climate in 
summer, but the great danger is that 
the infection may be carried outside 
to some State where the climate is 
hot and moist tn summer, as it is in 
most of the cities east of the Rocky 
Mountains. Then it would be a formid- 
able proposition. Then the rats in 
Chinatown should be exterminated. 
Eight rata Infected with the bubonic 
plague have been caught tn Fieh alley 
since November 24 showing that, the 
disease is still active and lurking in 
the sewers of Chinatown. We will al- 
ways have the plague as long as we 
allow Chinese to come here, but by 
taking the proper precautions in the 
way of quarantine apd sanitation we 
can prevent it becoming epidemic.” 

The doctor complimented the Bee 
upon its fearlessness in telling the 
truth about the plague. thus setting at 
rest the wild rumors that are current 
in other States as te its ravages here.

Grant and Did Great Service for His

W. H. Maurice came to Los Ange- 
les sixteen years ago and has been a 
notable ficure in business circles ever 
since.

BEACH PARTY 
TERRORIZED. 


Runaway Horse Dashed Madly 
in Midst of the Crowd. 


Mts. Lyman Gregory Knocked 
Down and Fatally Injuced. 


William Brenatd Seriously Hurt. 
cAn -Affecting Scene at the 
| Hospital. 


In a runaway accident at the east- 
erly end of the First-street viaduct 
yesterday afternoon a score of | lives 
were endangered; two persons were 
struck by the horse, and one of them, 
Mrs, Lyman Gregory, received injuries 
which resulted in her death at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital three hours later. The 
other victim, William Brenard, sus- 
tained a fractured collar bone, a dis- 
location of the hip, and internal in- 
juries. He is now at the California 
Hospital, in a serious condition. 

Unmindful of danger, a crowd was 
surging toward an approaching street 
car, all having just alighted from a 
Salt Lake Railroad train from Long 
Beach., The runaway horse dashed 
down the steep incline from off the via- 
‘duct, and although several :nen made 
efforts to stop the animal, it plunged 
through the crowd, dragging the sway- 
ing buggy, which knocked people right 
and jeft. 

JUST BACK FROM THE BEACH. 

Mrs. Gregory was the wife of Dr. 
Lyman Gregory, teacher of zodlogy at 
the Hi chool. Her home is at No. 
400 West \Thirtieth street. She was 
57 years age, but a woman of un- 
usual activity. Her one purpose in life 
seemed to be assisting her husband in 
his work. When she learned = 
the newspapers that the tide would be 
unusually low yesterday, she stated 
that she would go to Long Beach to 
look along the sands for shelis which 
might be of use to her husband at the 
High School. 

All day long she searched along the 
beach for shells, and found a quantity 
of them. Boarding a Salt Lake Kalil- 
road train, she reached Los Angeles 
about 4:55 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
carrying her prizes with her. With 
the hundred other passengers she 
mounted the bteps leading to the street 
and stood waiting for a car. A few 
minutes later two cars approached 
from the direction of Boyie Heights, 
and one of them ran almost to the top 
of the incline before stopping. Many of 
the passengers sought this car, but the 
greater number waited for the second 
ear, which stopped directly ¢; posite 
the depot. 

As the crowd made a rush a cry of 
Warning was heard from those who, 
looking up the hiil, saw a runaway 
horse approaching from across the 
river. Patrolman J. M. Baker was in 
the crowd, accompanied by his wife 
and children. Seeing the approaching 
horse, he tried to get the people out 
of the way. At the risk of his own 
life he remained in the street; pushing 
peopie here and there, so as to make a 
clear space through which the mad- 
dened animal might pass. Some of the 
women and children he pulled out of 
the way, others he almost knocked 
down, and still others he caused to run 
by telling them of their danger. In 
his efforts he was assisted by several 
other men, Despite their efforts, how- 
ever, it was impossible for them to get 
all of the people out of the way. Some 

ame confused, and stood right in 
the path of the runaway; among them 
Mr. Brenard. 
THE SAD HARVEST. 

Within less than thirty seconds after 
the horse had first been seen it dashed 
through the crowd and when it had 
passed half a dozen persons were 
lying in the mud, ' 

All but two were able to arise and 
go to the assistance of those most se- 
riously injured. Ly fg in the gutter, 
twenty feet from where she had been 
standing, was Mrs. Gregory, barely 
conscious, and in the mud a few feet 
away was Mr. Brenard. Both had 
been first knocked down by the horse 
and then the buggy had been. dragged 
over them, 

The police ambulance was sent 


to 
the scene of the accident. Taking 
Mrs. Gregory on the stretcher the 


Wagon made possibly the fastest re. 
turn trip it has ever made. At the 
Receiving Hospital half a dozen phy- 
skians were summoned, but it was 
seen that Mrs. Gregory was so badly 
injured that her case was hopeless, A 
telephone message was sent to hor 
husband. He was found standing at 
Thirtieth street and Grand avenue 
waiting for his wife with an umbrella. 
He went at once to the Receiving Hos- 
pital, but upon his arrival found that 
his wife*was unconscious. For nearly 
an hour he made every effort to get 
her to recognize him, but without suc- 
cess. She kept uttering a few inartic- 


‘ulate words and seemed to be trying 


to warn people of their danger. Her 
husband was denied the consolation of 
a last word of farewell, for a few min- 
utes after 8 o'clock his wife breathed 
her last while he was holding her in 
his arms. Her death had been caused 
by the rupture of a blood yessel on the 
brain. 

Mrs. Gregory was a native of New 
York and had lived in California for 
thirteen vears. With her husband «he 
came to this State in the hope that the 
change in climate would benefit the 
health of her father.

TALKS WITH CITIZENS. 


“As to bubonic plague in California,” 
said Dr. W. W. Becket, a member of 
the Los Angeles City Board of Health, 
yesterday, “there is no doubt that it 
has existed and that there is a possi- 
bility of its recurrence. 1 know of 
several deaths from the plague in the 
north, particulariy one at Berkeley. 
San Francisco made a great mistake 
in attempting to deny the existence of 
the pestilence, and has done more harm 
to the State by that action than would 
have ensued had the truth been made 
known. The result of the attempt at 
concealment was that the people of 
the country believed that conditions 
were worse than was really the case. 

“IL notice an Asseciated Press dis- 
patch announces that Dr. A. H. Glen- 
non, representing the government, is 
preparing a report to Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Wyman of the Marine Hospital 
Service, in which it is represented that 
he will declare that the bu- 
bonic plague bacillus is nothing more 
than that of chicken cholera, a com- 
paratively harmless disease. This 
must be an error. There are no points 
of similarity between the bacilli of 


Dr. Glennon and Dr. Gardner, his as- 
sociate in the investigations, have been 
in Los Angeles and I am satisfied, 
from what I know of them, that no 
such report is in contemplation.” 


’ 

“For picturesqueness of design in its 
residences, Los Angeles strikes me as 
being one of the most prolific cities in 
the United States,’ said John Parkin- 
son, the architect.
